HEARD ISLAND FINAL REPORT: Nothing was heard of VK@RM on the amateur bands after 
March 19; schedules were conducted on the 16 MHz marine band to P29JS on 14115 for 
several days after the 19th. Attempts to fix the TS120 were abandoned 7when the extent 
of the rig troubles became apparent. Severe weather on Heard on Wednesday, March 26, 
resulted in the crew securing the entire expedition and departure for VK on Mar. 27.
